The DESIDERATA is a famous composi- 
tion written by Max Ehrmann which may be 
the single most popular poem in the world, 
and also the most disputed. 

Written in 1927, in Terre Haute, Indiana, 
the poem has become popular in recent 
times. It outlines the commodities of a 
peaceful life as Ehrmann saw it, and 
throughout the poem he urges: "Be care- 
ful." "Strive to be happy. " "Go placidly amid 
the noise and haste." 

The DESIDERATA means things wanted 
or things needed. Its philosophy about living 
with dignity, and injecting meaning and 
purpose into a world of turmoil made it a 
natural subject for the theme of this book 
and the school year at Goshen High School. 

Students, faculty, and administration 
have indeed been moving amidst the noise 
and haste, and at the same time striving to 
be happy. These feelings are expressed by 
our theme, "One Small Step. " A year ago Dr. 
Cartwright came and made a first-day 
pledge to eliminate the hassle at GHS. This 
year we are looking back and evaluating the 
progress that was made, and we're also 
looking forward to new happenings. 

Yes, some of the hassles have been re- 
duced, and, in some cases, even elimi- 
nated, but new problems have arisen to take 
the place of the old ones. We have made 
"One Small Step" toward alleviating the 
many hassles at Goshen High School, but 
things aren't perfect yet by any means. The 
Crimson staff hopes that the administration 
and the student body, by cooperating and 
working together, can make even bigger 
strides in all areas.

New Learning Experiences 

"One Small Step" Those three words seemed to best describe the progress made 

at Goshen High School this year. Dr. Phil Cartwright, principal, came last year with high 
hopes of eliminating the hassle here, and the rest of the administration as well as the 
student body was swept up in his enthusiasm. We all expected miracles — a totally new 
program that would subscribe to the needs and wants of all concerned— and many 
advancements were made. Both faculty and students had various new opportunities to 
enrich and enliven their school days. The advanced biology class, uner the direction of 
Mr. Carl Weaver, took an educational trip to Florida during spring vacation to study the 
marine life in and around the Atlantic waters. This new adventure proved to be a 
stimulating, successful, memorable experience for the 22 students and seven sponsors 
who made the trip. 

Another major step toward fulfilling some of the dreams of the students was Mini- 
course Day. For years many members of the student body have secretly(and some not 
quite so secretly) yearned for a break from the usual school routine, and this year that 
break was achieved. A group of responsible, interested students headed by Doug 
Huberput much thought, planning, and elbow grease into producing a successful day of 
courses that gave students and faculty a chance to broaden their horizons— courses 
such as pizza-making, scuba diving, dog training, interior decorating, gymnastics, 
dancing, and even field trips to a funeral home and the hospital. Mini-course Day 75 was 
termed a success, and plans to make it an annual event showed definite steps toward a 
sincere effort to make GHS a place that cultivates student interest rather than quenches 
it.

Decision-making Opportunities 

There have been improvements at Goshen High this year, but some of these steps 
forward have created backslides. It appears that by solving some of the old issues we 
have merely caused new ones. Sometimes the good intentions of a new program have 
been negated of outweighed by its disadvantages. The new attendance system origi- 
nated as a more efficient plan to handle absences, tardies, and truancies, but it also 
caused friction between the administration and the students. 

Another area of controversy was self-scheduling, originally designed to allow students 
to plan their own school year— courses, hours, and teachers. Many people felt that by 
actually planning their own schedules students would stop complaining about courses, 
teacher-student conflicts, etc. Unfortunately, this hope was never quite accomplished. 
The self-scheduling system worked fine for the first few groups who entered the gym 
because they could pretty much get what they wanted, but as classes closed and more 
people still came, anger and frustration were unleashed. Often, those at the end of the 
line were completely dissatisfied with what they ended up taking. 

The snack line was re-incarnated this year to provide nourishment for the school, but it 
resulted in a rise in the cockroach population as well. One of the rules that governed the 
snack line was that no food was to be taken from the cafeteria. Like the old saying goes, 
rules were made to be broken, and this one was no exception. Throughout the year there 
were many disagreements between faculty and students, but crumbs were still found 
outside the cafeteria, and at night those hungry cockroaches had a feast.

Involvement at its Highest 

This year, as in the past, the student body at GHS wanted involvement, but only on 
occasions did the majority of the people put out any effort to get involved. The appoint- 
ment of a Student Activities Coordinator was supposed to cultivate further organization 
and input into school affairs, but the disappearance of the position proves that little 
involvement was actually obtained. Closely related to this office was the Student Coun- 
cil. Continuing to elect volunteer representatives, we hoped for sincere interest in school 
problems, but the inactivity of the group forced us to revise our ideas. The Student 
Council sponsored a Walk Against Hunger, but the interest shown in the students as a 
whole was slim. 

Perhaps the most important area of involvement was sports. School and team spirit 
seemed to be higher than last year, but both occasionally got out of hand when sports 
and victory came before any other activity, which was brought out quite strongly at the 
end of he year when a music-sports conflict article was printed in the TOMAHAWK. 

Another segment of sports that became extremely important was the Goshen Relays. 
For the first time in history, the Goshen Relays Class "B" trophy was not presented 
because, in actuality, no team won due to a confusion in scoring and the rule that states 
that no results can be changed after half an hour after the Relays are over. This event 
brought about the sportsmanship of coaches and teams from both NorthWood and 
Goshen, but nonetheless it threw a little black cloud over one of the finest track meets in 
the state.

An Explanation of Changes 

Hovering in the background almost all winter was the controversy of converting GHS 
into a four-year high school, and remodeling Towncrest as a middle school. The present 
arrangement of two junior highs and a three-year high school was evidently unsatisfac- 
tory in the eyes of many, and plans were being devised to improve the system. After 
much study of other programs, the middle school and four-year high school plan 
appeared to be the best idea for the town of Goshen. Now the only question was when to 
bring this change about. 

Pros and cons were weighed, investigated, and presented as students, parents, 
faculty, and administration aired their views. At times it seemes that the school, and even 
the entire town of Goshen talked of nothing else. Since a major change in the education 
system of Goshen would have either a direct of indirect affect on much of its population, 
nearly everyone was involved in one way or another. After long hours of deliberation, the 
committee decided to postpone the transition until the facilities at both Towncrest and 
the high school could be improved. The first renovation to appear on the drawing board 
was a new media center, proposed to be built between Whiteman and GHS, to be 
completed by the fall of 1976. 

A comparatively small but tremendously important step was taken this year. The 
administration realized the need for a change in the school system, and definite plans 
were made to improve our schools. Thoughts were organized, opinions were sought, 
decisions were made, and finally blueprints were drawn up.
